islation ll would be easy enough to destroy 
It. 
Tin i«* will undoubtedly be periods of 
depression. Th*- wave will recede, but the 
tide will advance. 
This nation Is seated 
on 
a 
continent 
Dunked 
by 
two great 
oceans. 
It is composed of men the de­ 
scendants of pioneers or, in a sense, pio­ 
neers tlietnsolves-of men winnowed out 
from am ong the nations of the old world 
by the energy, bo ld n ess and love of a d ­ 
venture found Iii their own eager hearts. 
Such a nation so placed will surely w rest 
success from ftittune. 
Aa u people we have played a large p art 
Iii the world, dad we are bent upon m ak ­ 
ing our future even larger th an the past. 
in particular the events of the lust four 
y e ars ha va definitely decided th a t for woe 
or for weal oui place m ust be g re a t am ong 
the nations.

We aru riot hostile to them.

We draw the line- a g ain st misconduct, not 
against w ealth 
The capitalist who. alone

doer. provided only he w orks In proper 
and legitim ate lines. 
W e wish to fav o r 
such a m an when he does well. 
We wish 
to supervise and control hts actions*only 
to prevent him from doing 111. 
Publicity 
co ii do no h a rm to the honest corporation, 
and we need not be overtender about 
sparing tho dishonest corporation. 
I ii curbing an d regulating th e com bina­ 
tions of capital which a re or m ay become 
Injurious to th e public w e m u st be c a re ­ 
ful not to stop the g re at enterprises which 
have legitim ately reduced the cost of p ro ­ 
duction, not to abandon the place which 
our country has wou in tho leadership of 
the 1nt*-rnaliomil Industrial world, not to 
Strike down wealth w ith the result of 
r osing factories and mines, of turning 
the w agew orker Idle in th e streets and 
leaving the farm er w ithout a m ark e t for 
w hat he grows. 
Insistence upon the 1m- 
poHHible me ins delay In achieving the pos- 
Hihle exactly as. on the o th er hand, the 
stubborn defense alike of w h at is good 
ami w hat Is bad in the existing system, 
the resolute effort to obstruct any a t ­ 
tempt at betterm ent, b etray s blindness to 
the historic tru th th a t wise evolution is 
the sure safeg u ard against revolution. 
No more Im portant subject cun come 
before the congress th an this of tho regu­ 
lation of Interstate business. This country 
cannot afford to sit supine on the plea 
Hint under our peculiar system of go v ern ­ 
ment we arc helpless In the presence of 
the new conditions and unable to grapple 
with them or to cut out w hatever of evil 
has arisen in connection with them.

A fun d am en tal requisite of social 
eft! elf nay la a high s ta n d ard of individual 
onergv and excellence, hut this is in no­ 
wise inconsistent with power to act in 
com bination tor aim s which cannot so 
well be achieved by the individual acting

proper exercise of congressional authority

I believe th a t monopolies

competition, fraudulent overeapltnllxutlon 
slid other evils in tru st organizations and

One proposition advocated has been the 
reduction of the tariff as a m eans of 
reaching the evils of the tru sts which fall

Not niertllv would* this b e wholly Ineffec­ 
tive, hut tho diversion of our efforts In 
such a direction would m ean the a b a n ­ 
donment of all Intelligent at tempt to do 
aw ay w ith the** evils 
M any of the la r­ 
gest corporations, m any of those which 
should certainly Im* Included in any proper 
scheme of regulation, would not be af- 
f cot od In the slightest degree by a change 
In the tariff, save as such chunga in ter­ 
fe re d with the general prosperity of the 
country. 
T he only relation of the tariff 
to big corporations a s a whole is th a t the 
tariff m akes m anufactures profitable, and 
the tariff reined> proposed would be in 
effect simply to m ake m an u factu res u n ­ 
profitable. 
To remove the tariff as a 
punitive m easure directed ag ain st tru sts 
would inevitably result In ruin to the 
w eaker com petitors who ar* struggling 
against them. 
Our alin should be not by 
unwise tariff changes to give foreign prod­ 
ucts the ad v an tag e over domestic prod­ 
ucts. but by proper regulation to glvo do­ 
mestic competition 
a 
fair chance, and 
this end can n o t be reached by any tariff 
changes which would affect unfavorably 
all doings!Ie competitors, good and bad 
alike. 
T h e question of regulation of the 
tru sts sta n d s ap art from the question of 
tariff revision. 
Stability of economic policy m u st a l­ 
ways be tile prune economic need of this 
country. 
'Pills stability should dot be fos­ 
silization. 
'Pile country has acquiesced 
In the wisdom of the protective tariff 
principle. 
It is exceedingly undesirable 
th a t this system should he destroyed or 
th at there should be violent and radical 
changes 
therein. 
Our 
past 
experience 
shows th at great prosperity in this coun­ 
try has alw ay s come u n d e ra p ro ttc tiv o t a r ­ 
iff and th a t the country cannot prosper 
under fitful tariff changes a t sh o rt in te r­ 
vals 
Moreover, if the tariff laws as a 
whole work well and if business hun p ro s­ 
pered under Hewn and Is prospering, it la 
netter to endure for a time slight incon- 
Yfiiiencea an d inequalities In some sched­ 
ules th an to unset business bs too quick 
and too radical changes, 
it is most e a r­ 
nestly to be wished th at we could treat 
the tariff from the stund|>oint solely of 
our bual ness needs. 
It is. perhaps, too 
much to hope that p artisanship m ay ba 
* ntlroly excluded from consideration iff 
tho subject, but a t least it can he m a d - 
secondary to the business interests ot tho 
co untry—th a t is. to the interests of our 
people as a whole. 
Unquestionably these 
business interests will hest be served lf 
together w ith tlxlty of principle as re- 
garils the tariff we combine a system 
which will perm it us from time to time to 
m ake the necessary reapplication of thy 
principle to the shifting national needs. 
We must take scrupulous care th a t the 
reapplication shall be m ade in such a wav 
th a t it will not am ount to a dislocation of 
our system, the mere th rea t of which, not 
to speak of tho perform ance, would pro­ 
duce paralysis in tile business energies* 
of the com m unity. 
The first considera­ 
tion in m aking these changes would, of 
course, be to preserve the principle which 
underlies our whole tariff system —th at is, 
the principle of p u tting A m erican busi­ 
ness interests at least on a full equality 
, with interests abroad and of alw ays a l­ 
lowing a sufficient ra te of duly to more 
than cover the difference between 
the 
I la I.or cost here and abroad. 
T he well be- 
; lug of the w ag .w orker, like the well bo- 
I mg of the tiller of the soil. should be 
treated as un essential in shaping our 
whole economic policy.

age done m ay be disregarded for the sake 
or the m axim um of good accomplished. 
If It prove impossible to ratify the pend­ 
ing treaties and lf th ere seem to be no 
w a rra n t for th e endeavor to execute o th ­ 
ers or to am end the p ending treaties so 
th a t they can tie ratified, then the sam e 
e n d - to secure reciprocity—should be met 
by direct legislation. 
W herever the tariff conditions are such 
th a t a needed ch an g e can n o t w ith a d v a n ­ 
tag e be m ade by the application of the 
reciprocity idea, th en It can be m ade o u t­ 
right by a lowering of duties on a given 
product, 
lf possible, such ch an g e should 
be m ade only a fte r th e fullest considera­ 
tion by practical experts, who should a p ­ 
proach the subject from a business s ta n d ­ 
point. having In view both th e p articular 
in terests affected a n d th e comm ercial w*-ll 
being of tho people a s a whole. T he rna- 
chlnery for providing such careful Inves­ 
tigation can readily be supplied. 
T he ex 
et utive d e p artm e n t h as alread y a t its 
disposal m ethods of collecting facts ami 
figures, arid if the congress desires a d d i­ 
tional consideration to th a t which will be 
given the subject by Its own coffs rn 11 teen 
then a commission of business ex p erts ran 
ne appointed whose d u ty it should tie to 
recom mend action by the congress after 
i deliberate amt scientific exam ination of 
the various schedules a s they ure affected 
by the changed an d changing conditions 
T he unhurried an d unbiased report of this 
commission 
would show 
w h at changes 
should be m u le in the various schedules 
and how far these ch anges could go w ith ­ 
out also changing the g re at prosperity 
which this co untry is now enjoying or 
upsetting its hxed economic policy. 
The cases In which the tariff can pro­ 
duce a monopoly a re so few a s to consti­ 
tu te an inconsiderable facto r in the ques­ 
tion; hut. of course, if In goy case It ha 
found th a t a given ra te of du ty docs pro­ 
mote a monopoly which w orks ill. no pro­ 
tectionist would object to such reduction 
of the duty as would equalize competition. 
In m y Judgm ent, th e tariff on a n th ra c ite 
coni should he rem oved and a n th ra cite 
put actually, w here It now Is nominally, 
on the free list. T his would h av e no effect 
a t all save In crises; but in crises it m ight 
be of service to the people. 
Interest ra te s a re a potent fa cto r in 
business activity, a n d in order th a t these 
rates may be eqimllzed to m eet the v a r y ­ 
ing needs of the evasons and of widely 
separated com m unities, an d to prevent the 
I »otirrcnce of Dnanclal stringencies which 
Injuriously affect legitim ate business, it 
is necessary th a t th ere should he an ele­ 
m ent of elasticity in o u r m o n eta ry sy s­ 
tem. . B anks a re the n a tu ra l se rv a n ts of 
Commerce, 
and 
upon 
them 
should 
be 
placed, as far a s practicable, th e burden 
of furnishing an d m aintaining a circu la­ 
tion ad equate to supply the needs of our 
diversified industries an d of o u r dom estic 
and foreign cord rn ere*, and th e Issue of 
tills should be so regulated th a t a suffi­ 
c ie n t supply should lie alw ay s available 
for the business in te rests of the country. 
It would be both unw ise and unneces­ 
sary at this tim e to a tte m p t to recon­ 
struct our financial system , w hich has 
been the grow th of a century, but some 
additional legislation Is, I think, desirable. 
T h e mere outline of a n y .p la n sufficiently 
comprehensive to m eet these requirem ents 
would tran sg ress the ap propriate lim its 
of ibis comm unication. 
It is suggested, 
however, th at all fu tu re legislation on the 
subject should be w ith the view of en­ 
couraging the use of such in stru m e n tali­ 
ties os will au to m atically supply every 
legitim ate dem and of productive indus­ 
tries and of commerce, not only in the 
am ount, hut in the c h ara cte r of circu la­ 
tion. and of m ak in g all kinds of money 
Interchangeable and, a t the will of the 
holder, convertible into the established 
gold standard. 
I again call y o u r attention to the need 
af passing a proper im m igration law, cov­ 
ering th** points outlined In my m essage 
to you a t the first session of the present 
congress. 
Substantially such a bill has 
already passed tile house. 
m o w to secure fair treatm en t alike for 
labor and for capital.- how to hold in 
check the unscrupulous man, w h eth er em ­ 
ployer or employee, 
without w eakening 
Individual Initiative, without ham pering

an era of federation and combination. 
Exactly as business men find th ey m u st 
often work through corporations, a n d a s 
It Is a 'constant tendency of these co rp o ra­ 
tions to grow larger, so It is often neces­ 
sary for laboring men to w ork In federa- 
tlisiM. and these huve become im p o rtan t 
factors of mo* I cr n Industrial life. 
B oth 
kinds of federation, capitalistic and labor, 
ta n do much good, and as a necessary 
corollary they can both do evil. 
Opposi­ 
tion to each kind of organisation should 
take the form of opposition to w hatever is 
bud iii Hie conduct of any given co rp o ra­ 
tion or union, not of a tta ck s upon cor­ 
porations as such nor upon unions s s 
such, for some of the m ost farreach in g 
beneficent work for our people has been 
accomplished through both corporations 
and unions. 
Each must refrain from ar- 
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N egotiations are now 
pending with Colombia to secure her a»- 
'-.-•it to our building the canal. This canal 
alii b- one of the g re atest engineering 
f. a ts of the tw entieth century, a g reater 
engineering f* at th an has yet been a c ­ 
complished during the history of m ankind. 
T h e work should be carried out a s a con­ 
tinuing policy w ithout regard to change 
of adm inistration, and it should be begun 
under circum stances which will m ake it 
a m a tte r of pride for all adm inistrations 
to continue the policy. 
The canal will lie of great benefit to 
America and of im portance to all th e 
world. 
It will be of ad v an tag e to us In­ 
dustrially and also as im proving our m il­ 
itary position, 
it will be of ad v an tag e to 
the countries of tropical America. 
It is 
earnestly to be hoped th a t all of these 
countries will do as some of them have 
already done w ith signal success and will 
Invite to th eir shores commerce and im ­ 
prove their m aterial conditions by recog­ 
nizing th at stability and order are the 
pre requisites of successful development. 
No independent nation in A m erica nesd 
nave the slightest fe ar of aggression from 
the Toited States. 
I t behooves each one 
to m aintain order within Its own borders 
and to discharge Its ju st obligations to 
fin signers. 
W hen this la done, they can 
rest assured that, be they*strong or weak, 
they have toothing to dread from outside 
interference. 
More and m ore the in creas­ 
ing Interdependence an d complexity of 
international political an d economic 'rela­ 
tions render It incum bent on all civilized 
and orderly pow ers to insist on the proper 
* lh* 


bltrury or tyrannous Interference w ith 
th e rights or (Others. 
Organized capital 
and organised tabor alike should rem em ­ 
ber that in the long run the interest of 
each m ust be brought Into harm ony with 
th e Interest of the general public, und the 
conduct of ta c h must conform to the 
fundam ental rules of obedience to the 
law, of Individual freedom and of justice 
and fair dealing toward all. 
E ach should 
rem em ber th at in addition to power it 
m ust 
strive 
a fte r 
the 
realization 
of 
healthy, lofty and generous ideal*. E very 
employer, 
evert 
wageworker, 
m u st 
be 
gu aran teed his liberty ami his right to do 
as he Ukes with lits property or his labor 
h o long as he does nut infringe upon the 
rig h ts of others.

ual an attitu d e of amir hoetljlty and dis­ 
tru st tow ard the other. 
Few people de­ 
serve better of th e country th an those rep­ 
resen tativ es both of capital and labor— 
a n d there are m u m such who work con­ 
tinually to tiring about a good un d erstan d ­ 
ing of this kind. based upon wisdom and 
upon broad and kindly sym pathy between 
em ployers and employed. 
Above all, we 
need to rem em ber th at any kind of class 
anim osity In the political world is, if pos­ 
sible. even mot-** wicked, even more d e­ 
stru ctiv e to national welfare. Hum sec­ 
tional, race or religious animosity. 
We 
can get good governm ent only upon condi­ 
tion th a t we keep true to the principles 
upon which this nation w as founded and 
Judge each m an not as a part of a class 
b u t upon his Individual merits. 
AU th at 
we have a right to ask of any man. rich 
Or poor, w h atev er his creed, his occupa­ 
tion, his birthplace or Ills residence 
is 
th a t he shall net well and honorably by 
his neighbor and by bis country. W e are

So fa r Us tile 
constitutional pow ers or ih e national gov­ 
ernm ent touch these m a tte rs of general 
arid vital m om ent to the nation,

It Is earnestly hoped th a t a secretary of 
comnier * * may be created, with u seat in 
the cabinet 
T he rapid m ultiplication of 
questions affecting labor and capital, the 
grow th and com plexity of the o rganiza­ 
tions through w hich both labor and capi­ 
tal now find expression, the steady ten d ­ 
ency tow ard the em ploym ent of capital in 
huge 
corporations 
and 
the 
wonderful 
strides of this country to w ard leadership 
in the International business world Justify 
an urgent dem an d for the creation of 
inch a 
position. 
S ubstantially all the 
leading comm ercial bodies in tills country 
have united In requesting Its creation, 
ft 
is desirable 'h a t some such m easure as 
th at which has already passed the senate 
Im emu ted Into law. 'I he creation of sin h 
a d ep artm en t would In itself be an a d ­ 
vance tow ard dealing w ith and exercising 
supervision over the whole subject of the 
g re at co rporations doing a n 
in terstate 
business, and w ith this end in view the 
congress should endow 
the d ep artn fln t 
with large powers, which could be In­ 
creased a s experience m ig h t show the 
need. 
I hope soon to subm it to the senate a 
reciprocity trea ty w ith Cuba. 
On May 20 
last the U nited S ta te s kept its promise to 
Hic Island by form ally v a ca tin g C uhan soil 
and turning C uba over to those whom her 
own people had chosen a s the first officials 
of the new republic. 
C uba lies ut our doors, and w h atev er a f­ 
fects her for good or for 111 affects us also. 
Ho m uch have our people felt this th at in 
the P la tt am en d m en t we definitely took 
the ground th a t C u b a m u st h ereafter have 
cloner political relations w ith us th an with 
an y o th er power. 
T hus in a sense C uba 
has become a p a rt of our international 
political system . T his m ak es it necessary 
that in re tu rn she should be given some of 
th£ benefits of becoming p a rt of our eco­ 
nomic system. 
It is. from our own s ta n d ­ 
point. a shortsighted an d m ischievous pol­ 
icy to fail to recognize this need. 
M ore­ 
over, It Is unw orthy of a m ighty and g en ­ 
erous nation, itself the g re atest und most 
successful republic in history, to refuse* to 
s tretch out a helping hand to a young and 
weak sister republic ju s t entering upon 
its. career of Independence. W e should a l­ 
w ays fearlessly insist upon our rights in 
tho fare of the strong, and we should with 
ungrudging hand do our generous duty 
by the weal*. 
I urge the adoption of reci­ 
procity with C uba not only because it is 
em inently for our own interests to control 
the Cuban m ark et and by every m eans to 
foster our suprem acy in the tropical lands 
an d w aters south or us. but also because 
we of the giant republic of the north 
should m ake all our sister nations of the 
A m erican continent feel th a t whenever 
they will perm it It we desire to show o u r­ 
selves disinterestedly an d effectively their 
friend. 
A convention w ith G reat B ritain h as 
been concluded, w hich will be a t once laid 
before the senate for ratification, provid­ 
ing for reciprocal trade a rra n g e m e n ts be­ 
tween th** United -Hiatus and N ew found­ 
land on substantially the lines of the con­ 
vention form erly negotiated by the secre­ 
ta ry of state. Mr. Blaine. 
I believe recip­ 
rocal trad e relations will be greatly to the 
ad v an tag e of both countries. 
As civilization grow s w a rfare becomes 
loss and loss the norm al condition of for­ 
eign 
relations. 
The 
last 
century 
has 
seen a m arked diminution of w ars be­ 
tw een civilized powers. 
W ars w ith u n ­ 
civilized powers are largely m ere m atters 
of International pollee duty, essential for 
th e w elfare of the world. 
W herever pos­ 
sible a rb itratio n or some sim ilar method 
should l>e employed in lieu of w ar to settle 
difficulties betw een civilized nations, a l­ 
though a s yet the world has not pro­ 
gressed sufficiently to render it possible 
or necessarily desirable to Invoke a rb itra ­ 
tion in every case. The form ation of the 
international tribunal which sits a t The 
lin g u a is an event of good omen from 
which g re at consequences for the welfare 
of all m ankind m ay flow. 
It Is fa r better 
where possible to Invoke such a p e rm a ­ 
nent tribunal th an to create special a rb i­ 
trato rs for a given purpose. 
It is a m a tte r of sincere congratulation 
to o u r country th a t the U nited S tates an d 
Mexico should have been the first to use 
the good offices of The H ag u e court. This 
w as done last sum m er w ith moat s a tis­ 
factory results In the case of a claim at 
issue betw een us an d our sister republic. 
It is earnestly to be hoped th a t this first 
u s e will serve a s a precedent for others, 
In which not only the United S tates but 
foreign nations m ay ta k e a d v an tag e of 
the m achinery already In existence a t 
The Hague. 
I comm end to the favorable considera­ 
tion of the congress tho H aw aiian fire 
claims, which were the subject of careful 
im caligation durin g the last session. 
The congress h as wisely provided th at 
we aha ll build a t once fin isthm ian canal. 
if possible at P an am a. T he atto rn ey gen­ 
eral re p o rts filial we can undoubtedly a c ­

During the fall of 1901 a com m unication 
was addressed to the secretary of s ta te 
asking 
w hether 
permission 
would 
be 
granted by the president to a corporation 
to lay a cable rrom a point on the C ali­ 
fornia (oast to the Philippine Islands by 
way of Hawaii. 
A s ta te m en t of condi­ 
tions or term s upon which such corpora­ 
tion would undertake to lay an d operate 
a cable w as volunteered. 
Inasm uch a s the congress w as shortly to 
convene and P a c i f i c cable legislation had 
been the subject of consideration by The 
congress for several yearn, it seemed to 
me wise to defer action upon the applica­ 
tion until the congress had first an oppor­ 
tunity to act. 
The congress adjourned 
w ithout tak in g a n y action, leaving the 
m a tte r in exactly the sam e condition in 
which it stood when the congress con­ 
vened. 
Meanwhile it appears th a t the C om m er­ 
cial Pacific Cable com pany had prom ptly 
proceeded with preparations for laying its 
ca bl**, 
it also m ade application to the 
president for access to a n d use of sound­ 
ings taken by the United S tates steam ship 
N**ro for th e purpose of discovering a 
practicable route for a transpacific cable, 
th e com pany urging th a t with lioness to 
th e s e soundings it could complete lift cable 
much sooner th an if it were required to 
take soundings upon its own account. 
Pending consideration of this subject it 
appeared im portant an d desirable to a t ­ 
tach certain conditions to the permission 
to exam ine and use the soundings if it 
should he granted. 
in consequence of this solicitation of the 
cable com pany certain conditions w ere 
form ulated, upon which th e president w as 
willing to allow access to these sou n d ­ 
ings and to consent to the landing and 
laving of the cable, subject to a n y a lte ra ­ 
tions or additions thereto imposed by th e 
congreas. 
This w as deemed proper, espe­ 
cially a s it w as clear th a t a cable con­ 
nection of some kind with China, a for­ 
eign country, w as a p a rt of the com p an y ’s 
plan. 
This course was, moreover, in a c ­ 
cordance w ith a line of precedents, Includ­ 
ing President G ra n t’s action In the case 
of the first F ren ch cable, explained to the 
congress In Ills an n u al m essage of D e­ 
cember, ls7f>, a n d the instance occurring 
In IST!* of the second F ren ch cable from 
Brest to St. Pierre, w ith a branch to 
Cape Cod.* 
These conditions prescribed, am ong o th ­ 
er things, a m axim um ra te for com m er­ 
cial 
m essages an d 
th a t 
the 
com pany 
should construct a line from the Philip­ 
pine Islands to China, there being a t p res­ 
ent. a s is well known, a B ritish line from 
M anila to Hongkong. 
T he representatives of the cable com pa­ 
ny kept these conditions long under con­ 
sideration. continuing in the m eantim e to 
prepare for laying the cable. 
They have. 
however, at length acceded to them, an d 
an nil A m erican line betw een our Pacific 
co,ast and the Chinese em pire by w ay of 
Honolulu an d the Philippine Islands Is 
th u s provided for arid is expected within 
a few m onths to be ready for business. 
A m ong tho conditions is one reserving 
the pow er of the congress to modify or r e ­ 
peal a n y or all of them. 
A copy of the 
conditions is herew ith transm itted. 
Of P orto Rico it is only necessary to say 
th a t the prosperity of th e island and the 
wisdom w ith which it h as been governed 
have been such a s to m ak e it serve a s an 
exam ple of all th a t is best in insular a d ­ 
m inistration. 
On July 4 last, on the one hundred an d 
tw enty six th a n n iv e rsa ry of the d eclara ­ 
tion of our independence, peace and a m ­ 
nesty w ere prom ulgated in the Philippine 
Islands. 
8oino trouble has since from 
tim e to tim e th reaten ed w ith the M o h am ­ 
m edan Moros. but w ith th e late in su rrec­ 
tionary Filipinos the w a r h as entirely 
ceased. 
Civil g o vernm ent h as now been 
Introduced. 
Not only does each Filipino 
enjoy such rig h ts to life, liberty and the 
p ursuit of happiness a s he has never be­ 
fore know n durin g the recorded history of 
the islands, but tho people, tak en as a 
whole, now enjoy a m easu re of self gov­ 
ern m en t g re a te r th a n th a t gran ted to an y 
oth er orientals by uny foreign pow er an d 
grouter th a n t h a t enjoyed by a n y other 
orientals under their own governm ents 
save the Ja p a n e se alone. 
W e have not 
gone too f a r in g ra n tin g these rig h ts of 
liberty an d self governm ent, but we have 
certainly gone to the limit th a t in th.' in ­ 
terests of the Philippine people them selves 
it w as wise or ju st to go. To h u rry m a t ­ 
ters. to go fa ster th an we are now going, 
would entail calam ity on the people of 
th e islands. 
No policy ever entered into 
by th e A m erican people h as vindicated it­ 
self in m ore signal m an n e r th an the poli­ 
cy of holding the Philippines. 
T he tri­ 
um p h of our arm s, above all the trium ph 
of our law s and principles, h a s come soon­ 
er th an w e had any rig h t to expect. Too 
m uch praise cannot be given to the a rm y 
for w h a t it has done In th e Philippines, 
both in w a rfa re an d from an adm lnistra 
live standpoint, In prep arin g the w ay for 
civil governm ent, and sim ilar credit be- 
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longs to thy civil auth o rities for the w ay 
in which th ey have planted th e seeds of 
self governm ent in the ground th u s m ade 
ready for them . 
The courage, the u n ­ 
flinching endurance, the high soldierly effi­ 
ciency and th e general kind heartedness 
und h u m an ity of our troops have been 
strikingly m anifested. T here now rem ain 
only some 15.GOO troop# In the Islands. All 
told, over lOO.OOu have been sent there. Of 
course th ere 
have been individual 
in­ 
stances of w rongdoing am o n g them. They 
w arred under fearful difficulties of cli­ 
m ate an d surroundings, and under the 
stra in of the terrible provocations which 
they continually received from their foes 
occasional instances of cruel retaliation 
occurred. 
E v ery effort h as b e e n m ade to 
prevent such cruelties, and finally these 
efforts h ave been completely successful. 
E very effort h as also been m ade to d e­ 
tect an d punish the wrongdoers. 
A fter 
m aking all allow ance for these misdeeds 
it rem ains tru e th a t few indeed have been 
the instances in which w ar hits been 
waged by a civilized power ag ain st sem i­ 
civilized or b arb aro u s forces w here there 
has been so little wrongdoing by the vic­ 
tors a s in the Philippine Islands 
On the 
other hand, the am ount of difficult, im por­ 
ta n t an d beneficent work which has been 
done is well nigh incalculable. 
T ak in g the w ork of the a rm v and the 
civil auth o rities together, it m ay be ques­ 
tioned w hether an yw here else in modern 
tim es the world has seen a b etter e x a m ­ 
ple of real constructive statesm anship 
th a n our people have given in the Philip­ 
pine Islands. Afigh praise should also be 
Filipinos — in the agg reg ate 
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given those 
_ 
very num erous—who have accepted “ the 
new conditions and Joined with our repre­ 
sentatives to w ork w ith h earty good will 
for the w elfare of the islands. 
T he arm y h as been reduced to the m ini­ 
m um allowed by law. It is verv small for 
the size of th e nation and most certainly 
should be kept a t the highest point of effi­ 
ciency. T he senior officers are given scant 
chance under ordinary conditions to ex­ 
ercise com m ands com m ensurate with their 
ran k under circum stances which would fit 
them to do their duty In time of actual 
war. 
A system of m aneuvering our arm y 
In bodies of some little size has been be­ 
gun and should be steadily continued. 
\\ ithout such m aneuvers it is folly to ex­ 
pect th at in the event of hostilities with 
any serious foe even a small arm y corps 
could be handled to advantage. 
Both our 
officers and enlisted m en are such th at 
we can tak e hearty pride in them. 
No 
better m aterial can be found. 
But the\ 
m ust be thoroughly trained, both a s indi­ 
viduals and In tne muss. T he m a rk s m a n ­ 
ship of the men m u st receive special a t ­ 
tention. 
In the circum stance* of modern 
w arfare the m an m ust a ct fa r more on

Every effort m ust be m ade 
to develop every w orkm anlike and sol­ 
dierly quality in both the officer an d the 
enlisted man. 
I urgently call your attention to the 
need of passing a bill providing for a g e n ­ 
eral staff and for the reorganization -of 
the supply d ep artm en ts o n ^ h e lines of the 
bill proposed by the secretary of w ar last 
year. 
W hen the young officers enter the 
arm y from W est Point, 
they probably 
stand above their compeers in a n y o th er 
m ilitary service. 
E very effort should be

Provision should be m ade to enable the 
secretary of w ar to keep cav alry an d a r ­ 
tillery horses worn out in lo n g ’ p e rfo rm ­ 
ance of duty. 
Such horses fetch b u t a 
trifle when sold, and ra th e r th a n tu rn 
them out to the m isery aw aitin g them 
when thus disposed of it would be better 
to employ them a t light w ork a ro u n d tho 
posts aud when necessary to p u t them 
painlessly to death. 
F o r the first tim e in our history nav al 
m aneuvers on a large seal** ore being held 
under the im m ediate com m and of th** a d ­ 
miral of the navy. C onstantly increasing 
att* ntion is being paid to the g u n n ery or 
tile navy, but it is yet fa r from w h a t it 
stumid be. 
I earnestly urge th a t the in­ 
crease asked for by the secretary of the 
navy in the appropriation for im proving 
the nark sm an slilp be granted. 
In battle 
the only shots th a t count are the shots 
th at hit. i t is necessary to provide am ple 
funds for practice w ith the g re at guns in 
time of peace. These funds m ust provide 
riot only for the purchase of projectiles 
but for allow ances for prizes to en co u r­ 
age the gun crews, and especially the gun 
pointers, an d for perfecting an Intelligent 
system under which alone it is possible to 
get good practice. 
I here should be no h alt in the w ork of 
building up the navy, 
providing every 
y ear additional fighting craft. 
W e are a

moreover, which has a n a rm y dim inutive 
indeed w hen com pared w ith th a t of a n y 
o ther first class power. 
W e have deliber­ 
ately m ade our own certain foreign poli­ 
cies which dem and the possession of a 
first class navy. T he Isthm ian can al will 
g reatly increase the efficiency of our navy 
lf Hie navy is of sufficient size, b u t if we 
nave a n inadequate navy then the build­ 
ing of the canal would lie merely giving a 
hostage to any pow er of superior strength. 
The M onroe doc trine should be trea te d a s 
the cardinal featu re of A m erican foreign 
policy, hut it would be worse th an idle 
to a s s e rt it unless we intended to back It 
up, and it can be backed up only by a 
thoroughly good navy’.

the history of the postal service. 
The magnitude 
of this increase will hest appear from the fan 
that the entire postal receipts for the year IstK) 
amounted to hut 88,518.067. 
Rural free delivery service la no longer in the 
experimental stage. 
It has become a fixed policy. 
The results following its introduction have fully 
justified the congress in the large appropriations 
made for its establishment and extension. 
The 
average yearly increase in postoffice receipts in 
the rural districts of the country is about 2 per 
cent. 
We are now able, bv actual results, to 
allow that where rural free delivery service has j 
been established to such 
. extent as to enable 
na to nuke comparisons 
a yearly increase has; 
been upward of IO per cen . 
On 
Nov. I, 1002, ll,do*' rural free delivery 
routes bad been established and were in operation, . 
covering about one-third of 'he territory of the 
lim ed States available for rural free delivery 
service. 
Jtiere are now awaiting the action of 
the department petition* and applications for the 
establishment of 10,748 additional route*. 
This 
shows conclusively the want which the establish­ 
ment of the service has met and the need of fvir- 
ther extending it as rapidly as posaible. 
It is 
justified both by the financial results and by the 
nraetiiai benefits to lu r rural population; it 
brings the men who I1, ® on the soil into clote 
relations with the active business world; it keeps 
the farmer in daily touch with the markets; it is 
a potential educational force; it enhances the 
value of farm property, makes farm life far 
pleasanter and less isolated, and will do much to 
check the undesirable current from country lo 
city. 
It is to be hoped that the congress will make 
liberal appropriations for the continuance of th* 
service already established and for ita further ex­ 
tension . 
Few subjects of more importance have been 
taken up by the congress in recent years than 
the inauguration of the system of nationally aided 
irrigation tor the arid regions of the far west. 
A good beginning therein bas been made. 
Now 
that this policy of national irrigation has been 
adopted the need of thorough and scientific forest 
protection 
will grow more rapidly than ever 
throughout the public land states. 
Legislation should be provided for the protec­ 
tion of the game and the wild creatures gener­ 
ally on the forest reserves. 
The senseless slaugh­ 
ter of game, which can by judicious protection be 
ermanently preserved on our national reservea 
or the people as a whole, should be stopped at 
once. 
It is, for instance, a serious count against 
our national good sense to permit the present 
practice of butchering off such a stately and 
beautiful creature as the elk for its antlers or 
tusks. 
So far aa they are available for agriculture and 
to whatever extent they may be reclaimed under 
the national irrigation law, the remaining public 
lands should be held rigidly for the homebuilder. 
The settler who live* on his land, and for no one 
else. 
In their actual use the desert land law, 
the timber and stone law and the commutation 
clause of the homestead law have been so per­ 
verted from the intention with which they were 
enacted as to permit the acquisition of large 
areas of the public domain for other than actual 
settlers and the consequent prevention of settle­ 
ment. 
Moreover, the approaching exhaustion of 
the public ranges has of late led to much dis­ 
cussion as to the beat manner of using these pub­ 
lic lands in the west which are suitable chiefly or 
only for grazing. 
The sound and steady develop­ 
ment of the west depends upon the building up 
of homes therein. 
Much of our prosperity as a 
nation ha* been due to the operation of the home­ 
stead law. 
On the other hand, we should recog­ 
nize the fact that in the grazing region the man 
who corresponds to the homesteader may We un­ 
able to aettle permanently if only allowed to use 
the same amount of pasture land that his brother, 
the homesteader, is allowed to use of arable land. 
One hundred and aixty acres of fairly rich and 
well watered soil cr a much smaller amount of 
irrigated land may keep a family in plenty, where­ 
as no one could get a living from 160 acres of 
dry pasture land capable of supporting at the 
outside only one head of cattle to every ten acres. 
Id the past great tracts of the public domain 
have been fenced la by persons having no tills 


thereto, in direct defiance of the law forbidding 
the maintenance or construction of any such un­ 
lawful inclosure of public land. 
For various 
reasons there has been little interference with 
such inclosures in the past, but ample notice baa 
now been given the trespassers, and all the re­ 
sources at the command of the government will 
hereafter be used to put a stop to auch trespassing. 
In view of the capital importance of these m at­ 
ters I commend them to the earnest consideration 
of the congress, and if the congress finds diffi­ 
culty in dealing with them from lack of thorough 
knowledge of the subject I recommend that pro- 
v ision be made for a commission of experts spe­ 
cially to investigate and report upon the com­ 
plicated questions involved. 
I especially urge upon the congress the need at 
Wise legislation for Alaska, 
it is not to our 
«i "clit as a nation that Alaska, which has been 
ours for thirty-five years, should still have as poor 
a system of laws as is the case. 
No country has 
a more valuable possession iii mineral wealth, in 
fl-beries, furs, forests and also in land available 
for certain kinds of farming and stock growing. 
It is a territory of great size and varied re­ 
sources, well fitted to support a large permanent 
population. 
Alaska needs a good land law and 
such provisions for homesteads and pre-emptions 
as will encourage permanent settlement. 
We 
should shape legislation with a view not to the 
exploiting and abandoning of the territory, but 
to the building up of bontee therein. 
The land 
laws should be liberal in type, so as to hold out 
inducements to the actual settler whom we most 
desire to tee take possession of the country. The 
forests of Alaska should be proterted, and, aa a 
secondary but still important m atter, the game 
also, and at the same tim' it is imperative that 
the settlers should be allow< 
to cut timber, un­ 
der proper regulations, for il.eir own use. 
Laws 
should be enacted to protect the Alaskan salmon 
fisheries against the greed which would destroy 
them. 
They should be preserved as a permanent 
industry and food supply. 
Their management 
and control should be turned ever to the commis­ 
sion of fish and fisheries. 
Alaska should have a 
delegate in tile congress. 
It would be well if a 
congressional committee could visit Alaska and 
investigate its needs on the ground. 
Iii dealing with the Indiana our aim should be 
their ultim ate absorption into the body of our 
people, but in many c. ;s this absorption must 
and should be very alow, 
in portions of the In­ 
dian Territory the mixture of blood has gone on 
at the same time with progress in wealth and 
education, so that there are plenty of men with 
varying degrees of purity of Indian blood who 
are absolutely Indistinguishable in point of social, 
political and economic ability from their white 
associates. 
There are other tribes which have aa 
yet made no perceptible advance toward such 
equality. 
To try to force such tribes too fast is 
to prevent their going forward at all. 
Moreover, 
the tribes live under widely different conditions. 
Where a tribe has made considerable advance and 
lives on fertile farming soil it is possible to allot 
the members lands in severalty much as is the 
case with white settlers. 
There are other tribes 
where such a course is not desirable. 
On the 
arid prairie lands the effort should be to induce 
Hie Indians to lead pastoral rather than agricul­ 
tural lives and to permit them to settle in vil­ 
lages rather than to force them into isolation. 
The large Indian schools situated remote from 
any Indian reservation do a special and peculiar 
work of great importance; but, excellent though 
these are, an immense amount of additional work 
must be done on the reservations themselves 
among the old, and, above all, among the young 
Indians. 
, 
Tile first and most important step toward th* 
absorption of the Indian is to teach bim to earn 
his living, yet it is not necessarily to be assumed 
that in cath community all Indians must become 
ciilrer tillers of the soil or stock raisers. 
Their 
industries may properly be diversified, and those 
w ho show special desire or adaptability for indus­ 
trial or even commercial pursuits should bo en­ 
couraged so far as practicable to follow out each 
his own bent. 
Every effort should be made to develop the In­ 
dian along tile lines of natural aptitude and to 
encourage tile existing native industries peculiar 
to certain tribes, such as the various kinds of 
buskit weaving, < atioe building, smith work and 
L u 'k*t work. 
Above all, the Indian bors and 
11 
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J 
lids should oe given confluent command ot cot- 
oquial English and should ordinarily be prepared 
for a vigorous struggle with the conditions under 
which their people live rather than for immedi­ 
ate absorption into Some more highly dev eloped 
community. 
The officials who ^present the government in 
dealing with the Indians work under hard condi­ 
tions and also urn!* r conditions which render it 
easy to do wrong and very difficult to detect 
wrong. 
Consequently they should be amply paid 
on fbe one hand, and on the other hand a par­ 
ticularly high standard of conduct aiiould be de­ 
manded from them, and where niiscondmt can be 
proved the punishment should be exemplary. 
In no department of governmental work in re­ 
cant years has there been greater success than 
in that of giving siientific aid to the farming 
population, thereby showing them how most effi­ 
ciently to help themselves. 
There is no need of 
insisting upon its importance, for the welfare of 
the farmer is fundamentally necessary to the 
welfare of tlie republic a* a whole. 
Ut addition 
to such work as quarantine against animal ami 
vegetable plagues, and warring against them when 
here introduced, much efficient help has been ren­ 
dered to th-* farmer by the introduction of new 
plants specially fitted for cultivation under the 
peculiar conditions existing in different portions 
of the country. 
New cereals have been established 
in the semiarid west. 
For instance, the practi­ 
cability of producing the best types of macaroni 
wheats in regions of an annual rainfall of only 
ten inches or thereabout has been conclusively 
demonstrated. 
Through the introduction of new 
rices in Louisiana and Texas the production of 
rice in this country has been made to about equal 
the home demand.

Healthy Grapevine Growing From a 
Dead Tree, 40 Feet Above 
Ground. 
Moundsville, W. Va., December 2.— 
A peculiar freak 
of nature 
has re­ 
cently caused considerable discussion 
among people who are aw are of its 
existence and has also brought many 
curious ideas as to its origin. 
The 
freak in question is that of a huge 
grapevine which is growing from the 
folk of a large oak tree in the woods 
near 
the 
Moundsville 
campground. 
The forks where it is hung are about 
forty feet from the ground. 
The Tree 
is now dead and from its appearance 
has been dead for several years. 
The 
main body of the vine from a rough es­ 
tim ate is six inches in diam eter and 
sends forth sm aller bodies which cling 
to the decayed branches, holding them 
in place. 
W here a vine of such large 
size gets enough 
vitality 
to prosper 
from 
its 
present 
situation, 
is 
a 
mystery. 
The vine has been known 
for many years but has never seemed 
to attract any particular 
attention 
until lately. It is of a very productive 
class, and it is stated by old citizens 
of th a t section who have known of its 
existence for many years that 
they 
never knew of a season passing but 
what it produced its rare quality of 
grapes in great abundance. 
The feature which gives this vine 
such a peculiarity is 
the 
rare fruit 
it produces. 
The grapes are exceed­ 
ingly large and their flavor excels th at 
of any ever discovered in this coun­ 
try. 
They never gain their m aturity 
until they are overtaken by the frost.

The anniversary proper comes 
on 
March I, 1903, this date being the cen­ 
tennial of the date upon which the first 
Ohio legislature convened in opening 
session in Chillicothe. Although Mari­ 
etta is the oldest town in the state, it 
will he recalled that Chillicothe was 
the first state capital. 
T he 
present 
widely-known capitaf city of Columbus 
did not become the state headquarters 
until the year 1815. It is therefore ap 
propriate that Chillicothe should be 
th e scene of such centennial exercises 
or celebration as may he held. 
Chillicothe is located 45 miles south 
of the present capital of the state. Ma­ 
rietta, the oldest town, is IOO miles 
distant 
from 
Columbus. 
Old Chilli- 
com e was located in Greene county. It 
was burned by the Indians at a very 
early date, in fact, before the founding 
of the state. T he Chillicothe which fig 
ared so prominently in the state’s calm­ 
iest history is situated on the Scioto 
river and on the line of the Ohio canal. 
In 1800 the seat of the governm ent of 
the northw est 
territory, 
which 
had 
previously been in Cincinnati, was re ­ 
moved by action of congress to Chilli­ 
cothe. , It is said that the territorial 
legislature during the first two years 
of its meetings in this city was also 
used as a school and church. In 1801 
toe first state house was com pleted for 
the use of both legislature and the 
courts. 
It was built of stone and was 
possibly the 
first stone building in 
the northwest territory. It was a sim ­ 
ple building and small, but answered 
the purpose for which it was built for 
more than a dozen years. 
During the 
winters of 1810-1811 the legislature met 
at Zanesville, afterw ard returning 
to 
Chillicothe, 
w here it convened 
until 
the new state house at Columbus was 
completed. 
Before passing to some other histor­ 
ic centers of the state, it may be said 
that Chillicothe holds in store many 
relics and historic sites for the visitor 
who may come to the celebration. Here 
is located Mount Logan, a reproduction 
of which appears on the seal of the 
state. 
On m any sides will be found 
the work of th a t people about which 
so little is known—the Mound Build­ 
ers. Two relics which are much valued 
by the people of Chillicothe are “ Ade­ 
na.” the home of Governor W orthing 
ton, and “F ru it Hill,” the home of Gov­ 
ernor McArthur, and later of Governor 
Allen. Governor Thom as W orthington 
was one of the m ost distinguished pio­ 
neers of Ohio.

Ohio legislature convened in opening 
session in Chillicothe. Although Mari­ 
etta is the oldest town in the state, it 
will be recalled that Chillicothe was 
the first state capital 
T he 
present 
widely known capitaf city of Columbus 
did not become the state headquarters 
until the year 1815. 
It is therefore ap 
propriate that Chillicothe should be 
the scene of such centennial exorcises 
or celebration as may be held. 
Chillicothe is located 45 miles south 
of the present capital of tin4 state. Ma­ 
rietta, the oldest town, is IOO milos 
distant 
from 
Columbus. 
Old Chilli- 
com e was located in Greene county. It 
was burned by the Indians at a very 
early date, in fart, before the founding 
of the state. The C hillicothe which fig 
tired so prominently in the state’s ear 
lest history is situated on the Scioto 
river and on tile line of the Ohio canal. 
In 180n the seat of the governm ent of 
the northwest 
territory, 
which 
had 
previously been In Cincinnati, was re 
moved by action of congress to Chilli­ 
cothe. , It is said that the territorial 
legislature during the first two years 
of its m eetings in this city was also 
used as a school and church. In 1801 
the first state house was com pleted for 
the use 
o f both legislature and the 
courts. 
It was built of stone and was 
possibly the 
first stone building in 
the northwest territory. It was a sim ­ 
ple building and small, but answered 
the purpose for which it was built for 
more than a dozen years. 
During the 
winters of 1810-1811 the legislature met 
at Zanesville, afterward returning 
to 
Chillicothe, 
w here it convened 
until 
the new state house at Columbus was 
completed. 
Before passing to som e other histor­ 
ic centers of the state, it may be said 
that Chillicothe holds in store many 
relics and historic sites for the visitor 
who may com e to the celebration. Here 
is located Mount Logan, a reproduction 
of which appears on the seal of the 
state. 
On many sides will be found 
the work of that people about which 
so little is known— the Mound Build­ 
ers. Two relics which are much valued

In time of 
storm the winds will often carry such 
seeds to distances almost unlimited. 
On the other hand, the seeds of some 
most common species are carried by 
the birds and dropped to come up in 
unexpected places. 
Such are the seeds 
of the barberry, red cedar and even of 
the oak, surprising to relate. 
A blue 
jay has been known to carry the acorns 
of a bur oak to a distance of throe 
miles, d ro p p in g 'th e nuts all the way 
along a t various intervals.

fore not difficult to see that even the 
most surprising cases of the upspring j 
ing of forests may yet be explained by j 
reference to the ordinary sequence of 
seed and shoot.

XI.—Planting Trees. 
T 


O a great many people the s ta rt­ 
ing of trees seems to be a m at­ 
ter of no little mystery. 
Such 
folks cannot unite make out 
how the tree is reproduced. 
In fact, in 
case of ninny of our trees the inflor­ 
escence is inconspicuous, tho flowers so 
small th a t they are with difficulty seen 
at all. Reside?, as we know, sterile aud 
fertile flowers on different trees ch ar­ 
acterize certain species, so th at it i> 
really a fact th a t some Individual tree* 
never show fruit cr seed at all. 
Ae 
cooingly, although everybody in the 
world knows th a t the seed of the oak 
is tile acorn, there are people not a few 
who think that oaks sometimes appeal 
w ithout regard to any such germinal 
antecedent. 
For such people the earth 
brings forth of herself vegetation aftci 
its kind. 
Trees arg a sort of natural 
efflorescence of the soil. Different soib 
produee different kinds of trees. 
A 
sandy soil in the north will push up a 
crop of willows, thousands upon thou 
sand of them ; an abandoned Handheld 
in the south will put up a peculiar 
species of pine, the “cid field pine,” iii 
fact. 
Iii Pennsylvania a rooky hillside 
wili spring up thick with chestnuts; in 
Iowa a loess ridge produces white oaks. 
K very where where a forest of pine hat- 
beement aw ay forthwith appears a new 
forest of deciduous leaved trees. 
Let us see w hat all this means. 
In 
the first place, we may note th a t the 
seeds of some trees are extremely 
small. 
They are adapted to transpor 
tatioti by wind or water. Every spring, 
for instance, along our northern stream s 
the air is filled with flying seeds of 
poplars and of willows. 
The seeds of 
Uie pine, the maple, the l/lrch, the elm,: 
are likewise so distributed. 
In tim e of. 
storm the winds will often carry such: 
seeds to distances almost unlimited. 
On the other hand, the seeds of some J 
most common species are carried by, 
the birds and dropped to come up in: 
unexpected places. 
Such are the seeds i 
of the barberry, red cedar and even of 
the oak, surprising to relate. 
A blue ( 


only forty feet high aud about seven 
inches thick. 
For walnuts, oaks, hick 
cries, 
chestnuts, 
the only 
fortunate 
method, or at least the surest method, 
s to plant the seeds where you wish I 
tile trees. W on\1 you learn how nature 
plants such seeds? Visit the forests in; 
early autumn, and you may easily dis. j 
cover. •She throws her walnuts to the j 
ground with the falling leaves. These 
cover the seme’s, but by no means deep­ 
ly. 
The soft husks rot away, and tin 
frosts of w irier free: e Ute hard nut* 
through and through, spreading but! 
not loosening n seam that fast binds I 
the two valve* together. 
The thawing 
of spring completes the work, set* free I 
tile halves of the otherwise unplercc I 
able shell and permits the emergence 
af the imprisoned shoot. 
The husk 
probably still holds enough to keep ex- . 
eryt’uiug yet together until possibly a ! 
spring freshet dashing by over the a! : 
bivial bed where the parent walnut i 
stands bongs the germinating nut aw ay 
to leave ti buried fan her down in some , 
bauk of drifted sand. 
Hero the young 
tree makes a start iii life, sends rip a ; 
slender stem, sends unwit a long stortt 
root to stay w aiting the demands from 
the upper world when these shall come, 
as come at 
length they will, from i 
spreading brant eh and leaf. 
Perchance! 
(here is no freshet to carry the nut down 
the stream. 
Possibly a hungry squirrel i 
carries It in the opposite direction, only | 
to leave It forgotten at the last iii sonic J 
hollow stum p or by some rotting log. 
No matter. 
Tho process is ju st the 
same. 
So nature plants a walnut. 
The wise farm er who willies a grove 
of these or similar trees proceeds iii 
similar fashion. 
He gathers In early 
autum n a bushel or two of the nuts. 
Ile buries them in the open In loose 
sand or mulch, not omitting to provide 
for freezing. 
When spring returns and 
the earth is now warm and moist, he 
plants in thoroughly loosened soil the 
now germinating seeds; buries them, 
but not too deep; plants them iii rows 
with other cheaper trees needed for 
timely shelter, later to be removed, 
'fhe farm er cultivates his trees as so 
much cora and finds his rew ard in a 
growth 
that is simply 
phenomenal. 
Unusually favorable conditions lier,! 
will give unusually fine and large re­ 
sults—results hardly to be seen iii n a­ 
ture where there is no plowing. 
Rut 
every tree has a time of planting. 
As 
a m atter of fact, trees may bo moved 
at any time, hut it is safer and much 
more convenient to handle them when 
the leaves are off. 
In fall or early 
spring tho bark adheres more tightly 
and Is therefore not so liable to Injury. 
The tree is resting. 
Here, however, is 
nu elm transplanted in Angust growing 
well, but undoubtedly retarded by the 
change. 
Probably, all things consider­ 
ed, the spring is the best omened sea 
son for the planting of si tree.

ready given to other sorts of trees, aud 
if he will look still more closely he will 
find often am ong the pines themselves 
hundreds of little trees, not pines, tem 
porarily overshadowed and suppressed,! 
which w alt only the removal of the ex 
isling forest to spring up rapidly aud 
so to produce In a few years the re­ 
m arkable transform ation so often not­ 
ed. 
A fter a terrible sweep of a lire in 
I the m ountains of the west the whole 
I mountain side is often blackened with 
• a ruin so complete that it would scorn 
J as If no living tiring could ever appear 
in th a t locality again. 
Rut beneficent 
nature sends relief. 
On the wings of 
the w ind the seeds of the mountain asp 
r ti float, and in a year or two the ruin 
may be almost effaced, at least by asp 
en saplings, standing so thick some­ 
tim es as to be utterly impenetrable. 
These form a nursing cover for young 
forms of other species, conifers among 
the rest, and after long years the origi­ 
nal forest may possibly resum e its 
sway.
